til a lunatic saw what others fulled 
to see, and Ludwtg of Bavartu, a crazy 
king, gave him a chance. 
This wai 


indeed luck, but Wagner prepared for 
it by writing masterpieces. 


Mendelssohn was lucky before he 


wnfi born. 
He selected the right par- 


ents and WHS horn rich. He WHS un- 
lucky, however. In being born at the 
wrung time. 
He died too soon, brok- 


en-hearted over the death of his sis- 
ter Fanny, from a nervous dlsonlar.
